JOURNAL OF THE LITTLE ROCK CONFERENCE OF THE METHO- 
DIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH, SOUTH— FIFTY-SIXTH SESSION. 

FIRST DAY. 

The Little Rock Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, met in its fifty-sixth session at Arkadelphia, Arkansas, 11:15 
a. m., Bishop E. E. Hendrix presiding. 

The roll was called by A. P. Few, assistant secretary of the pre- 
vious session. 

W. P. Whaley was elected secretary, and A. P. Few, William T. 
Menard and Carl Hollis assistants. 

The Presiding Elders nominated the necessary standing committees, 
and the nominations were confirmed by vote of the Conference. 

(See list of committees.) 

Communications were received from the General Board of Education, 
the General Board of Missions, the General Board of Church Extension, 
the Epworth League Board, the Arkansas Methodist Orphanage, the 
Sunday School Editor, and the Publishing House; and the same were 
ordered to the proper committees. 

The Bishop called the twentieth question, and under that question 
the names of W. J. Scott, J. E. Caldwell, J. M. Cline, H. R. Withers, E. 
Garrett, W. J. Davis, Horace Jewell, ,T. M. G. Sturgis, R. J. Raiford, J. 
W. Vantrease, R. C. Atchley, E. N. Watson, F. C. Cannon, O. H. Keadle, 
,T. C. Rhodes, H. D. McKinnon, and H. Townsend were called and their 
characters passed, and they were referred to the Committee on Confer- 
ence Relations for the superannuated relation. 

The names of C. C. Godden and C. D. McSwain were called, their 
characters passed, and they were referred to the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations of the supernumerary relation. 

The names of W’^. M. Crowson and W. A. Lewis were called and their 
characters passed. 

Under question 2, the names of Alpheus C. Clanton, John L. Hoover, 
H. H. McGuyre and Jesse Abner Sage were called and their characters 
passed; and they having been approved by the Examining Committee, 
were advanced to the class of the second year. 

The name of Wm. M. Jones was called and his character passed; but, 
having not been before the committee for examination, he was con- 
tinued in the class of the first year. 

The Bishop then called question 8, ‘‘What travelling preachers are 
elected Deacons? The names of Henry F. Buhler, John T. Rogers, 
Terry M. Armstrong were called, their characters passed, their exami- 
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nations approved; and they were elected to Deacon’s orders, and advanced 
to the class of the third year. 

The names of William T. Menard, Harry L. Simpson, Frank Hopkins, 
John C. Williams, and Don C. Holman were called, their characters 
passed, and their examinations approved. Being Deacons 'already, they 
were advanced to the class of the third year. 

It was ordered by vote of the Conference that, immediately after 
the reception of the class into full connection, the Conference pro- 
ceed to the election of delegates to the General Conference. 

J. W. Harrell was elected on the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions in the place of F. P. Doak. 

J. E. Oodbey was granted indefinite leave of absence. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced that Dr. J. E. Godbey 
would preach the sermon to the under graduates at 3 o’clock; and that 
Dr. Alonzo Monk would preach at the evening hour.

SECOND DAY. 

The Conference was called to order by Bishop Hendrix at 9 a. m. 

The Bishop 
read the 100th Psalm, and the Conference rose and sang “Praise God 
from Whom all Blessings Plow.” 

The minutes of the previous session were read and approved.

Mullins, of the Church of Nazarines; B. F. Mason, a transfer from the 
Florida Conference; A. T. Galloway, Presiding Elder of the Searcy Dis- 
trict in the White River Conference; J. M. Williams, president of Gal- 
loway College; I G. Campbell of the Publishing House, and W. P. Gibson, 
of the St. Louis Conference. 

J. R. Steward spoke in the interest of the Superannuate Endow- 
ment Fund. Rev. Glen Flinn, of the American Bible Society, made 
a brief address in advocacy of this important interest. 

The Bible Society Board made a report, and the report was 
adopted.

Beasley, Ivan Lee Holt, Buckner Fred Christmas, Clem Noble Baker, 
Geo. Thomas Traylor, John Wayne Mann, James Wesley Williams, and 
John Dhot Baker. 

Question 5 was next called, ‘‘Who are re-admitted?” and the Con- 
ference readmitted Fletcher W. Harvey, Joseph Zachariah Burleson and 
Samuel Allen Hill. 

Under question 10, “What local preachers are elected Deacons?” 
the Conference elected to Deacon’s orders Clendon O. Michael and 
John Michael Kauffman. 

Under question 14, “What local preachers are elected Elders?” 
the Conference elected Fletcher Winburn Harvey to Elder’s orders. 

A communication was received from the Epworth League Board and 
referred without reading. 

Dr. H. M. DuBose, general secretary of the Epworth League Board, 
and Dr. W. F. McMurry, general secretary of the Board of Church 
Extension, were introduced to the Conference. 

The Committee on Public Worship announced that the Thanksgiving 
sermon would be preached at 11 o’clock by Dr. T. E. Sharp; that Dr. 
H. M. DuBose would speak at 3 o’clock, and that an educational mass 
meeting, addressed by Bishop Hendrix, would be held at the evening 
hour. 

After other announcements, the Conference adjourned with the 
benediction by J. E. Caldwell. 

THIRD DAY. 

The Conference was called to order by Bishop Hendrix at 9 o’clock. 
Hymn No. 1 was sung, after which J. H. Bradford led in prayer. The 
minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

A. W. Mills and Rev. M. K. Rogers, absent from the previous ses- 
sion, were reported present. George W. Donaghey, lay delegate from 
Little Rock District, was reported present. 

Alexander Crawford, a minister from the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, made application for membership in our Conference, and the 
Conference received him and recognized his Elder’s orders.

The Bishop read to them 
II. Tim. 11, and addressed the class, after which they were admitted into 
full connection. 

In accordance with the order of the day, the ’Conference proceeded 
to ballot for the delegates to the General Conference. A. P. Pew, assist- 
ant secretary, was designated to serve the clerical voters as secretary, 
and J. A. Sage and T. Y. Ramsey appointed tellers for the clerical 
voters. 

Carl Hollis, assistant secretary, was designated to act as secretary 
for the lay voters, and W. C. Watson and Thomas J. Norsworthy were 
appointed to act as tellers for them. 

In accordance with a resolution of the previous day, the Conference 
proceeded with other work during the balloting, and adopted by unan- 
imous vote the resolution requesting the General Conference to substi- 
tute the following for our present twenty-third article: 

**It is the duty of all Christians, and especially of all Christian 
ministers, to observe and obey the laws and commands of the govern- 
ing or supreme authority of the country of which they are citizens or 
subjects, or in which they reside, and to use laudable means to encour- 
age and enjoin obedience to the powers that be.^’ 

Dr. J. R. Nelson, Home Mission secretary, was introduced to the 
Conference, and spoke of the interest committed to his hands. 

The secretary of the lay delegation reported the first ballot for 
the General Conference delegates, and George Thornburgh and J. H. Hine- 
mon were declared elected.

Publishing Interests. 

The publishing interests of the Church constitute no small item in 
the work and economy of the Church, and should have the intelligent at- 
tention of all our ministers and people. Improvement and development 
should be the determination of all concerned, and every effort should be 
put forth to place our literature in the hands of all our people. 

Western Methodist. 

The Western Methodist is the Conference organ. It is fortunate in its 
editorial management. Dr. .las. A. Anderson, the editor, wields a vigor- 
ous pen and keeps his patrons informed of the field in which the paper 
circulates. We .desire to express our hearty appreciation of the strong 
and fearless attitude the paper has taken on the question of State-wide 
prohibition. We have been informed of the lawsuit instituted against 
Anderson, Millar & Co., and desire to express the hope that the final 
adjudication may be a distinct triumph and vindication for our brethren. 
We extend to them our assurance of continued confidence and of such 
co-operation as may be in our power. 

Methodist Review. 

The Methodist Review is edited by Dr. Gross Alexander. He came 
to this work after having occupied for years the chair of New Testament 
Greek in the Theological .Department of Vanderbilt University. He is 
a theologian of repute, an eminent author and an expert in the study of 
the New Testament. His wide range of reading, his acquaintance with 
all the modern schools of critical scholarship give him eminent fitness 
for the position he occupies. He shows fine judgment and wisdom in the 
articles selected for the Review and the increasing popularity of the 
Review is gratifying and encouraging. 

The Christian Advocate and Epworth Era. 

From the statement issued by the publishing agents we note that the 
Advocate is published at a loss of $4,977.00, and the Epworth Era of 
$3,822.00, making a total loss of $8,799.00, annually. The publishers de- 
clare that examination of the reports of the publishers of other religious 
papers shows that we have much company in this particular.’^ Further- 
more, they write: ‘^We deem it but just to these papers to say that if 

the amounts due them on subscriptions could have been collected, they 
would show no deficit. The year has been a hard one on religious peri- 
odicals the country over.” This language is used to explain and excuse 
the deficit which for years past has occurred. This phraseology is not 
business-like. If there are amounts due these papers for subscriptions they 
should be collected. Every business house that hopes to succeed makes 
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it a point to push and force collections. If debtors are not amenable to 
moral suasion they should be compelled by law to pay money due the 
publishing house. These papers should be so edited and managed as to 
command the patronage of the Church as a whole.. With a membership 
of one million seven hundred and fifty thousand, it should not be impossi- 
ble to publish these papers without annual loss. 

Dr. Winton, the editor of the Advocate, is possessed of rare ability 
as a writer. But writing able editorials and editing a paper are two 
things. To edit a paper attractively is to place before the readers arti- 
cles which meet the demand of its patrons. The central organ should be 
more than a merely denominational paper. It should supply church 
news. It should give a survey of Catholic Christianity. It should be 
strictly abreast of the times. It should give reports of great church 
assemblies, and furnish some of the addresses there delivered. It should 
be so comprehensive and many-sided, that it would be unnecessary to re- 
sort to other church papers for the information desired. All great moral 
questions which concern mankind should have a sympathetic representa- 
tion in the columns of the central organ.

The Epworth Era. 

The editorial work of the Epworth Era is of high literary quality. 
Drs. H. M. DuBose and F. S. Parker are men of distinctive literary 
ability. Both of them are pleasing and capable writers. For some reason, 
however, many of -the young people of the League are not reading the 
paper. It is sadly true that most of our young people read little or 
nothing except the newspaper. If articles can be supplied which will 
command the attention of the young people, this is manifestly the thing 
to do. The writer or speaker who can reach the young people has 
accomplished much. Yet this must be done or we fall shoxt of measuring 
up to the requirements of our responsibility. The great prosperity en- 
joyed by some of the secular publications, such as Success and the Youths 
Companion, might suggest to the editorial management Via media by 
which our young people might be enticed into the reading of the Era. 
One dollar a year for the Epworth Era does not appear to be an ex- 
cessive price, and yet if it were practicable to publish a young people 
paper at half that price, perhaps three or four times as many papers 
could be profitably disposed of. 

We commend to the attention of the Conference the catalogue of 
books published by the Publishing House and would remind the brethren 
that by subscribing, themselves, for the papers and the Eeview, and urg- 
ing their membership to do likewise, they can contribute much toward the 
success of our Publishing House.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Board has had the report of Dr. .7. D. Hammond, secretary of 
the General Board of Education, in which he sets forth the rapid growth 
of our educational institutions and urges their imperative needs. We 
heartily commend the efforts of the General Board to secure a club of 
100,000 persons paying $1.00 per year each for a period of five years. 
The fund thus to be secured is to be known as the Education Extension 
Foundation. 

We have had before us the representatives of Hend,rix, Galloway and 
Henderson Colleges, and the Clary Training School at Fordyce. 

We are rejoiced at the liberal patronage of all these institutions. 
We heartily commend them to all who are seeking schools of high stand- 
ard with a moral and religious tone; and we respectfully insist that all 
the people called Methodists within the bounds of Arkansas give their 
unhesitating patronage to our own schools, because there are none better. 
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All these schools have had, and are having still, a hard and a dis- 
couraging struggle because of a lack of money. We thank God, and the 
generous hearts of many contributors, for the recent large gifts to Hen- 
drix and Henderson Colleges. But all three of our Colleges are in the 
most critical need of much more still. About $40,000 more must be 
secured by March 1 for Hendrix College, in order that the trustees of 
that school may claim the $75,000 bonus and .complete the $300,000 

I 

endowment. 

The situation of Hendrix College is so critical just now, and so much 
is at stake and depending upon immediate and united energy of Arkan- 
sas Methodism, that we cannot afford to do less than to give it the chief 
place in our thought, prayer, and giving for Christian education until 
it has safely passed this crisis. We call upon all our preachers and all 
our congregations to come quickly and strongly to this relief during the 
next six months. We ask the right of way for Hendrix College, because 
the situation is not so critical with our other institutions, as much as 
they do need money. In the meantime, we promise Henderson and Gal- 
loway Colleges that we shall not forget them; but shall turn to them 
so quickly as the present exacting demands of Hendrix College are met. 

Clary Training School. 

The conditions upon which the Clary Training School was to be 
turned over to the trustees of the Clary-Banks School have not been met, 
owing to the death of Mr. ,T. D. Clary; hence the school and property 
revert to the Little Lock Conference. We, therefore, nominate, as a 
Board of Trustees for the Clary Training School, G. M. Hampton, F, E. 
Harrison, K. P. Graham, S. W. Higginbotham, A. B. Banks, E. T. 
Collins, C. B. Hickey, E. W. McKay, W. T. Murry and K. T. Holderness. 

We cordially commend to our people Mr. Thatch, the principal 
of this school, as a man worthy of our trust. 

We recommend: 

1. That T. D. Scott, J. A. Buchanan, Forney Hutchinson and J. F. 
Giles be elected to succeed themselves as trustees of Hendrix College. 

2. That C. C. Henderson, W. F. Evans, J. C. Khodes and W. K. 
Eamsey be elected to succeed themselves as trustees of Henderson Col- 
lege; and, that J. L. Cannon be elected in the place of H. D. McKinnon. 

3. That Jas. Thomas be reappointed Commissioner of Education. 

4. That W. F. Evans be reappointed Financial Agent of Henderson 
College. 

5. That an assessment of $1,500.00 be made on the Conference for 
Hendrix College, and an assessment of $1,000.00 for Henderson College. 

6. That the total assessment for education, including $1,120.00 for 
the General Board, and amounting in all to $3,620.00, be apportioned 
among the Districts as follows: Little Eock, $540.00; Pine Bluff, $495.00; 
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C^den, $515.00; Monticello, $495.00; Texarkana, $485.00; Prescott, 
$485.00; Arkadelphia, $625.00. 

7. That the chairman of the Board of Education, the Presiding 
Elder of the Texarkana District, and the pastor of our church at Mena, 
be constituted a committee, and be invested with authority, to look 
into the condition of the property of the Mena-Hendrix Academy, with 
a view to the sale of the property or the opening of a school; their action 
being subject to ratification of this Conference.

Its total circulation of Bibles, Testa- 
ments and portions for the year was 2,062,314. Its circulation in our 
own land was over a million volumes, and in the Southwest almost

FINANCE REPORT. 

We have observed with much interest and thankfulness the broaden- 
ing and increasing liberality of the members of our Church in the hearty 
support of all of its institutions. We have observed with great pleasure 
the loyal and liberal spirit shown by our people in their support of our 
schools and colleges. We are happy, too, to note the report from the 
various pastoral charges indicate that this open-handed generosity and 
liberal giving extend to the uttermost parts of the Conference, so that 
the report of ‘‘Finances in fulP’ has become the rule and not the ex- 
ception. We interpret these hopeful signs to indicate that our people are 
not only being blessed in their “Basket and Store,’* but also that they 
are on the upward trend in loyalty to God and a broader vision of 
Christian duty. 

We would respectfully recommend that the Board of Stewards in 
each charge, if possible, should relieve the pastor of all responsibility in 
raising the finances of the church. We believe that this work is prop- 
erly the work of business men and should be performed by the business 
men of the church, in the most efficient and equitable manner, and that 
the pastor should not even be hampered by any knowledge of the 
amounts given by any contributor; thus relieving him from every possible 
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embarrassment pertaining to the churches finances. In our judgment the 
pastor should not be a mere server of tables, but he should ‘‘Feed the 
flock; that he should be clean and holy in conversation and conduct; 
that he should be studious, intellectual, spiritual; that he should cultivate 
a social and friendly relation with all of the church members and 
strangers as well; that he should devote his whole time in his work 
of the ministry, and in leading his people in the ways of righteousness 
by both precept and example. 

We would further recommend that the Board of Stewards should 
call the entire lay membership of the charge together, if possible, at 
least once a quarter, to discuss the financial and spiritual condition of 
the church and the duties to be performed by them as faithful stewards 
and servants of our Master.

ARKANSAS METHODIST ORPHANAGE. 

Your Committee on the Arkansas Methodist Orphanage respectfully 
report that we have received a communication from the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Orphanage which reads as follows: 

“The past year has been the most successful one for the Orphanage 
of its existence. We had, at the close of last year, 14 children in the 
Home. We received 20 during the year, and placed 12 in permanent 
homes, leaving 22 in the Institution. 

During the seven years of the existence of the Orphanage, we have 
received 126 children. If we had retained them all, under the old Or- 
phans^ Home system, we could have made a fine showing on dress parade, 
but we think it far better that they are in good homes, where they are 
not only made happy themselves, but add to the happiness of others. To 
indicate the care we exercise in placing children, we will say that we 
had, during the past year, 61 applications for children, of which we 
granted 12, refused absolutely 39, and are holding up 10 for further 
information. 

You doubtless know that Bro. Thornburgh is raising the money to 
build the home for which service he refuses any salary or commission. 
He’ has done much work in the past several years for the Orphanage, 
without any pay whatever, and certainly, if he can accept such a labor 
without charge, every preacher and layman in Arkansas should heartily 
encourage him by a prompt and liberal contribution. 

There is no higher obligation or privilege than to build this Home. 
There is no charity that should appeal more strongly to the hearts of men 
and women than that of caring for the homeless and helpless orphans. 
Thirty thousand dollars is a small amount to raise for so great a cause. 
The new building is progressing nicely. The Board of Trustees voted that 
the showing made by Bro. Thornburgh was such as to authorize the work 
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to proceed vigorously. The foundation is completed, and the walls will go 
up at once. We hope to have it ready for occupancy next spring. We 
hope no delay will be caused by lack of funds. 

The Ladies’ Advisory Board has asked permission to furnish the 
new Home, when it is completed, and we have authorized them to do so. 
We suppose they will endeavor to enlist the sympathy and support of all 
the Home Mission Societies in the State, in furnishing the new Home. 
It would be peculiarly appropriate for the women and children exclusively 
to furnish the Home with substantial and modern equipment. We believe 
they will do it if given an opportunity and the least encouragement.

We report that the affairs of said Orphanage are being properly and 
economically administered by its Board of Trustees, and the work of 
erecting buildings is being prosecuted as fast as the means supplied will 
allow, and we commend to the Church, and to all who will, the support of 
this most worthy cause which must be by voluntary contributions, and 
we urge the necessity of raising the funds to build said Orphanage. 

We also recommend that L. B. Leigh be elected trustee to fill the 
vacancy in the Board of Trustees caused by the removal from the State 
of J. G. Greenfield.

Mrs. J. Y. Christmas. 

Mary Ellen, the third daughter of James and Sarah Slaight, was 
born October 24, 1868, in Hot Spring County, Arkansas. Was baptized 
in infancy by the Rev. W. S. McAdoo. Professed faith in Christ and 
joined the M. E. Church, South, at about ten years of age. She was 
married to Rev. J. Y. Christmas, of the Little Rock Conference, Novem- 
ber 30, 1891. Her husband preceded her to the better land some five years 
ago, leaving the wife and three children to fight the battles of life 
alone.

J. D. Clary. 

“I looked behind to find my past, but, lo, it had gone on before.” 
These words are in themselves a fitting eulogy of the educational states- 
manship, the civic righteousness, and the Christian consecration of the 
late lamented Prof. J. B. Clary, of Fordyce. 

James Daniel Clary was born at TJnionville, Tenn., May 28, 1865, 
and died at Fordyce, Ark., June 29, 1909. Educated at the Webb 
Brothers’ School at Bellbuckle, Tenn., and afterwards at Vanderbilt 
University, the foundation was laid deep and strong for that magnificent 
educational career which will tell for time and eternity on the lives 
of hundreds of young men and young ladies in Arkansas. The three 
years immediately following his graduation at Vanderbilt were spent 
as an instructor in the Webb school, when, in 1889, he was elected prin- 
' cipal of the Little Eock Conference Training School at Fordyce. The 

Conference retained him as principal for thirteen years — a continuous 
i service, save two years in which he was a member of the faculty of 

one of the leading colleges of Kentucky. In 1902, at the close of his

thirteen years of service in Fordyce, he resigned to accept a position in 
Terrill, Texas. Hendrix College secured his services for three years as 
principal of its Preparatory Department. For the third time he became 
principal of Fordyce Training School under a fifteen-year contract. At 
the zenith of his usefulness he succumbed to an attack of appendicitis. 

On the morning of the last day of his illness he regained conscious- 
ness for two or three hours and talked with his loved ones of life, of 
death, of immortality. Surrounded by three lovely daughters just blos- 
soming into womanhood, two sons yet too young to realize the magni- 
tude of their loss, and by his devoted wife, Mrs. Mattie Thach Clary, who 
for twenty years and more has been his untiring co-worker, when the 
silver chord of life was about to be loosed and the golden bowl to be 
broken, he said quietly and with a breath of heaven’s peace; “It is all 
right. I understand it all now, and some day you will understand it. 
Put yourself in God’s hand; it is all right.” 

In secondary school work Prof. Clary was without a superior in our 
State. Scholarly, thorough, firm, untiring in work, with an abiding 
faith in the manifest destiny of young manhood when attuned to high 
ideals, he attained the highest measure of success as an educational 
specialist. His motto, “This one thing I do,” and many of his favorite 
sayings — “The delight of my life is to help a good boy; a greater 
pleasure is to help a bad boy,” “Tell him I am always willing to listen 
to any boy who is willing to do better,” “Be a gentleman,” “What is 
worth , doing at all is worth doing well ’ ’ — tell of the noble edifice of 
educational fact which he reared, held firmly in place by a foundation of 
optimism, service and thoroughness. Manhood was the ultimatum in all 
of his teaching, and he preferred to make a man of his pupil rather 
than a scholar, believing that with “character away all else is gilded 
loam or painted clay.” 

As a consistent member of the Methodist Church, South, for over 
thirty years, he filled practically every position of church life and was 
accorded many of its honors. He was one of the best Sunday school 
teachers in Arkansas, and for many years was superintendent of the 
Methodist Sunday school at Fordyce. A steward in the Methodist 
church during his entire residence in our State, an active member of 
the quarterly, district, and annual conferences of his church, three times 
a member of the General Conference, three years secretary of the Little 
Rock Conference, he rounded out his honorable career as a churchman 
as a member of the responsible Epworth League Board. 

That this gifted educator and sterling citizen was the highest type 
of Christian 'manhood and that the harp of his soul was the most deli- 
cately strung was seen not only in his daily walk among men as a modest 
Cavalier Bayard, “without fear and without reproach,” but in the beau- 
tiful benediction he left as a legacy to his devoted wife and children 
in the hour of his triumphant death. — Taken from a tribute by Prof.
